German Empire; And being confirm'd: by the 
Pope, he has the Quality of Sovereign Monarch, 
and the Firſt Prince in Chriſtendom, and all things 
are done in his Name, tho” at the ſame time the 
whole Empire acts in general.

The Emperor has the Right of deciding the 
Precedency among the Princes and States of the 
Empire; the Power of Life and Death, granting 


Pardon to Criminals, and of diſpoſing the Offices 


of the Court and the Empire, excepting that of 

the Imperial Chancellor which belongs to the Elector 
He alſo Coins Mony, Grants Fairs and 
Markets, Receives and Diſpoſes of the Rerenues 


of che Empire, and has the Right of Reſuming

drew no Profit from the Empire, and that the 
German Princes ought to efteem it their Happi- 
neſs, that they had a Monarch who was able by 
his own Eſtate, to maintain the Imperial Dig- 


nity. At that time there was but one City that 


belong'd to the Emperor, as Emperor ; for all the 
Lands were divided among the Electors, Princes, 
Biſhops, Abbots, Earls, Lords, and free Cities;
